The announcement was withheld 
until yesterday for security reasons, 
as it was feared that the Germans, 
knowing who was in command in 
each sector, might be able to 
anticipate what type of attack was 
coming. The Germans, however, 
quickly learned the plan and 
announced the details of the altera- 
tion in the system of commands 
almost as soon as they were effected. 

The announcement was officially 
made yesterday almost at the same 
time as it was made known that 
British troops and armour had 
joined in what was known as the 
ist Army onslaught on the northern 
fiank. The Germans’ shrinking 
Ardennes wedge is new being 
hammered from north and south by 
‘the two unified commands. 

The changes follow — but may 
have nothing to do: with—the un- 
official criticism of General Hodges, 
the ist Army’s commander, for 
apparently being caught. off his 
guard by Marshal von Rundstedt’s 
Offensive, which resulted in a 
German race almost to the Meuse, 
60 miles to the west. 

While General Eisenhower hoped 
to keep this re-arrangement of the 
Commands . secret for some time 
longer—and all correspondents had 
been informed an knew the 
situation for days—the hurried and 
inadequate announcement _ (says 
Reuter) was made yesterday follow- 
ing the publication of the details in 
the American weekly news magazine 
Time, which has precipitated a War 
Department investigation in Wash-

General Eisenhower's reshuffling 
of his entire West Front Command, 
so far as has been disclosed officially 
or is known unofficially, has : not 
involved the sacking of any generals, 
states an A.P. message from Allied 
Headquarters. 

Wes Gallagher, Associated Press 
war correspondent with the Allied 
Forces in Belgium, in a message 
dated January 4th and delayed by 
censorship, said: 

“ A security censorship has been 
kept on British participation in the 
salient offensive long after reasons 
for it had vanished.’ The British 
and American people are the only 
ones not to know about it, but the 
Germans announced it by radio. 

“German radio reports. were 
described as fishing expeditions by 
Allied intelligence officers, who lik 
to believe the enemy is being fooled 
—the same as intelligence officers 
were compeletely bamboozled by 
the German concentration which 
crashed into the west wall. Sritish 
troops did not appear in the front 
line before, because it was con- 
sidered unwise by the military to 
put them there. 

“When the German offensive 
began it was a race against time. 
United States armies were closer 
than the British, and the task of the 
British was to bolster weak spots. 
.As the situation stabilised itself 
other British troops were thrown in 
by Field-Marshal Montgomery, and

“ POEMS FROM IRELAND ”

His own 
buildings lack most of the qualities 
he admires in others. On closing 
this little book, one feels that it 
is rather sad that a man like 
Mr. Robertson, who obviously has 
a ve eat intellectual understand- 
ing of the fundamental organic prin- 
ciples of good design, should be so 
restricted in the expression of these 
principles in his own work. The 
illustrations of his work compare very 
unfavourably with those of bu.:d- 
ings by le. Corbusier, Frank Lloyd 
Wright, William Lescaze, Oscar 
Niemeyer, Edward Stone and others. 
Perhaps the most interesting part 
of the book is the section on pre- 
fabrication. There is a growing be- 
lief in Ireland, as in other countries, 
that a more rapid way of building 
must be employed if we are to 
tackle our housing problem seriously. 
I commend this section to the Com- 
mittee recently set up by the Royal 
Institute of the Architects of Ireland 
to study the application of pre- 
fabricated building methods to this 
country, whose report is ‘expected 
early this year.

No More Than Human. By 
Maura Laverty. Longmans. &s, 6d. 
net. 


LL the qualities that distinguish 
Mrs. Laverty’s writing are to 
be seen at their most attractive in 
“No More Than Human.” Can- 
dour, nostalgia, frankness, a deep 
love of Ireland, great gaiety, un- 
blushing sentiment form the émo- 
tional texture of this tale. The 
actual incidents—the arrival of the 
Irish governess in Spain, her love 
affairs, her difficulties—are of less 
importance. Indeed, the situauon, 
baldly recounted, is not unlike that 
of Miss Kate O’Brien’s “ Mary 
Lavelle”; but the two books are 
profoundly different in tone and im- 
port. “Mary Lavelle” is s- 
sionate, romantic, tragic; “ No More 
Than Human” is none of these 
things. The ending is happy, and 
the tone is pitched accordingly, 
level and good-humoured. 

It is one of Mrs. Laverty’s great 
virtues that she never attempts too 
much. Few writers could have 
written a novel of pre-civil war 
Spain without touching on politics; 
but this triumph of restraint is 
typical of Mrs. Laverty’s work, In 
a time in which everyone who can 
put pen to paper is “ facing social 
issues,” “bringing us behind the 
scenes of tremendous events.” etc., 
this refusal to be bombastic is very 
pleasing. 

It may be true, as Yeats said, 
that “processions that lack hi 
stilts have nothing that catches t 
eye”; but when the square is full 
of stumbling stilts, what catches the 
eye is the modest, but efficient,
